Government road from this city 
through the Cumberland Gap into 
Claiborne aounty. Tennassaa., and 
Lea oonnty Fiscal Court having made 
an appropriation of fl.oOd, which is 
half of that county's pro rata of the 
amount neeesaary to oonatmot the 
road. 

Gov. Swanson, of Virginia, has 
wired the committee in charge of get- 
ting tha funds for the road that the 
Stiitc ' f ^'irt:inia will make up the 
remainder of the *;{,."iUU due by Lee 
county by furnishing aonfiet labor 
on tha road. 

The appropriation- of Claiborn 
county, Tennessee, and Bell county 
Kentucky, have bean eoUaatad and 
tha eonatruetion of the road will 
cnninionce July 1. The machinery 
and Government experts who wil^have 
charge of tha bailding of tha road, 
will arrive in MidalesKoro next week. 
The road 'will be five miles in length 
and will be finished by October 1. 
Its course will be through the historic 
old Cumberland Gap. alon^ the same 
path which Wbs blazed by Daniel 
Boone when he first came to Ken- 
tucky truiii \'irL.'inia, to the town of 
Cumberland Gap, Teun. Though but 
five milcg in length, the road will 
pass through parts of thraa States. 
Three miles of the road will be in 
Kentucky. The cost of the road, ex- 
clusive of tha convict labor will be 
$16,000.

New Orleans, June 23. — Two 
milet into the interior of a big twamp 

near this city, the headless body of 
Walter Lamana, an Italian child be- 
tween teven and eight years old, who 
wat kidnapped and held for ■'^<;,tMjii 

ransom two weeks hl'o. was found by 
police and vigilantes just before day- 
break todfy. He hat been strangled 
to death, according to the confession 
of one of the teveral Italians held by 
the police. 

The boy't neek jt auppoted to 
have hren broken when he wa- stran- 
gled causing the head to become sev- 
ered from the body when decomposi- 
tion set in. The head was found a 
short distance from the body. 

Five Italians, two of them women, 
are under arrest, charged with being 
accomplices to the murder, and extra 
details of police and deputies are 
maintaining order in the excited Ital- 
ian <|uarter of the city. All day 
Ions: small crowd* have hi-en di«['crs- 
ed promptly by the police, despite 
whose precautioaa a raportbas gotten 
i>ut sutumouing a matt meatiag at 
the Elk Place. 

IIEPL'TIBR OITAaD VBI80X. 

Seventy armed deputies have been 

placed on guard at the Now Orleans 
parish prison, the strongest in the 
State, where three of the pritoncr* 
are held, and some appr^hentions 
ha'^ been felt over the tafcty of two 
other prisoners who Wcn taken to an 
adjoining prison. 

Seldom since the Matia lyuchings. 
sixteen years a^o. ha- New Orleans 
been stirred with threats ul violence 
as today and some of these thnats 
are made by tome of tlio^.- who par- 
ticipated in the ditorder at that time. 
The law and order element is much 
stronger than it has been heretofore 
and a larire number 'if leadin,: citizens 
of all nationalities and the city s 
leading commercial leadert have 
pledged themtelTct to pravenr 
violence. 

The murdered boy wat found near 
St. Rote, about twenty milet from 

New Orleans. Sweatint: process 
wrung a confession from one of tho 
suspects, who wat taken from St. 
liose about midnight la-t ni;:ht and 
carried into the woods by a combined 
force of the officials and vigilantes, 
who have had the tearch in charge. 

This man, Ignazio Oampigciano. 
was kept in the woods an hour when 
he confessed, charging four Italians 
with the marder. Ha aald that aboat 
the time of the mass-meeting in New 
Orleans more than a week ago, held 
for the purpose of prosecuting search 
for the boy, these men, who were in 
a vacant house in St. Rose, became 
frightened and consulted about what 
to do with the child. 

The boy was begging aad cryiag 
to be taken home to his parents, said 
Campigciano, and one of the <|uartet 
of kidnapen grabbed the . child and 
strangled him to death to stop his 
noise. Later two of the kidnappers, 
he taid, came to him carrying the 
body in a blanket and after threaten- 
ing him with death if he told, took 
the body into the swamp.
